BY a Letter from Dr. Fullerin Hollandto the Pre- 
fident, and communicated about Otfober laft, the 
Society was informed, that the ingenious Profeffor 
Ruyfcb had obferved fomething in the diffe&ing of 
Leaves analogous to the Veins and Arteries of Ani*- 
mals ;. but without explaining- in what Manner thefe 
different Veffels were difpofed, or by what Means they 
may be diftinguifhed from each other,. 
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
